Along the Concrete 

With even the most remote country 
roads at last free of this winter's heavy 
coating of snow, hundreds of thousands 
of pleasure cars, ranging in attractive- 
ness all the way from the most disrepu- 
table flivver to the most stately Rolls- 
Royce, are on the highways again in 
this state alone. Boston has just added 
a large night patrol to speed up traffic 
in the city. But in the country the 
problem is rather one of slowing down 
the over-zealous drivers. 

This leads one to wonder why it is 
that we should be everlastingly in a 
hurry — even when we have no pressing 
business to do. Hurrying is generally 
recognized as a_ typically American 
trait, and Europeans delight in cari- 
caturing us roundly for our haste. Yet 
while driving for pleasure, it is neither 
pleasurable nor economical to drive 
fast. The person at the wheel exper- 
iences a greater nervous strain for so 
doing, while the car consumes more 
gas per mile while going at thirty-five 
miles an hour than while going at only 
twenty. And although we like to hurry 
while en route, what do we do when we 
reach our destination? Idle away time 
while smoking a cigar, perhaps, or in 
some equally wasteful occupation. 

But what will you? Even though we 
have nothing that needs to be done in a 
hurry, yet being Americans, we con- 
sider it an inalienable right always to be 
in a hurry and thus to live the hectic 
life for which we have a world-wide 
reputation. 

With the automobile season rapidly 
coming to a climax another thought 
comes to mind: carelessness on the part 
of the motorist toward the property 
rights of those with whom he comes in 
contact, particularly along the highways. 

One common practice is for some party 
to make themselves unannounced guests 
at some choice spot where they picnic, 
only to leave paper, rubbish, cans, boxes 
and glass lying about when they drive 
away or parties may even appropriate 
property for their own use, which is 
outright theft. 


The time is not yet here when autoists 
will be helping themselves to the apples 
in some unsuspecting farmer’s orchard 
but it will not be long before many 
other bits of thievery and irritating

Contrary to the opinion of the 
Finance Committee, the Townsman 
and some of our most thoughtful citi- 
zens, this town was persuaded to 
authorize the purchase of an ambulance 
for what many thought was too low a 
price. And so it seemed when the time 
came to do the buying. 

Responsible parties have now taken 
steps to avoid what would have been 
a blunder, by petitioning the Finance 
Committee to allow an expenditure of an 
additional $500, in order to purchase a 
more durable car. The Townsman is 
not sure that even $3200, will purchase 
equipment which will stand the rough 
usage it is bound to receive, but the 
additional expenditure of $500 is cer- 
tainly a step in the right direction and 
is to be highly commended. Let us not 
go on record as adding a new white 
elephant to our town property. If we 
are going to buy an ambulance let us 
buy a good one and the sooner we get it, 
the better. It will prove cheapest in the 
long run.

“There is a great obligation and responsi- 
bility in the Christian church today in regard 
to problems of the present hour. Since the 
war there has been a decided drop in the 
morale of the country, and it is imperilled by 
communistic utterances and publications, 
many of which do not have a word of truth 
in them. The laws are laxly enforced, as 
may be seen when out of 146 homicides, only 
one paid the extreme penalty. Other crimes 
are rampant, burglaries, forgeries, holdups 
and vice of all sorts, and no church but that 
which has the Puritan spirit of conviction can 
combat these things. 

“What is needed today is, first, a con- 
sciousness of authority, both divine and 
human. The Puritan of the old days knew 
from whence his authority came, and 
recognized the Word of God as supreme man- 
date regarding right and wrong. There was 
law long before Ten Commandments were 
written, for law is God’s nature and will. 
Now there is an utter disregard for authority 
everywhere, but it will not prevail because 
where there is no law there is chaos. 

“Second, there is needed a sense of ac- 
countability to God for deeds done. Every- 
one is accountable for what he or she does 
and this must be affirmed and reaffirmed. 
Third, there must be a knowledge of the 
ultimate consequences of wrongdoing, for 
they are very real. We are not living in just 
this world alone, we are living for eternity. 
There is just as surely another life after death 
as there is this life here on earth. Fourth, we 
must know that there is a true salvation. 
Salvation is large. We must not want only 
salvation from committed sin but also from 
the love of sinning. Fifth, we must realize 
the tremendous power of faith. Faith is 
more than belief, it is belief plus love. Faith 


makes the amalgamation between man and | through a storm zone, but there are worse 


God. Sixth, prayer moves the universe. 
God provides for every contingency, and 
achievement through prayer is wonderful. 

“In this present day each individual in the 
name of liberty wants a licentious privilege, 
but there is no true liberty without law. We 
must have a new interpretation of the law. 
During the world war, Emperor William of 
Germany told his soldiers to rape, burn and 
pillage, saying the day of judgment will ask 
no questions. This attitude seems to be 
the present-day attitude and this idea of no 
day of judgment has dulled the conscience. 
The definite knowledge of a day of judgment 
acts as a powerful restraint. 


“What is the business of the church? It is 

to posneiee the world, individually, not 
wholesale; to sympathize society and to 
ethicalize industry. The strife between 
capital and labor will never end unless the 
church ends it and it is the duty of the church 
to be more interested in politics so that right 
thinking men will hold offices. 
“T am heartily in favor of international 
litics of the world court, or the League of 
ations, in prohibition and in world peace. 
While not a pacifist in believing a nation 
should lie down when attacked by another 
nation, I believe that militarism should be 
excluded from the schools and that the 
children should be brought up to think in 
terms of peace. 

‘We should. Christianize Christians, and 
teach, preach and pray people into more 
amicable relations with each other. We 
should overcome the passion for continual 
pleasure, for more power and for that in- 
fluence which is destructive to the observ- 
ance of the Lord’s day. We must overcome 
spiritual intertia and rout out the derelicts, 
the defectives, the ‘diners’ and the whiners 
in the churches. 

“The church is rising to its task. The 
pendulum is swinging back; we are passing

The Law Governing the Use of 
Automobiles 


It is impossible to include in an article of 
this nature, says William A. Tibodeau, Gen- 
eral Counsel of the A. L. A., more than a 
small percentage of decisions relating to the 
negligence of either automobilists or those 
with whom they collide, for the subject is one 
which might well cover several hundred 
pages in book form, The following illustra- 
tions are merely given in hope that they may 
guide our readers in a general way. 

The violation of any automobile law or 
other law by an automobilist which con- 
tributes in any way to an accident is deemed 
to be negligence. 

The failure to grant one coming from the 
right who under the present law in many of 
the States has the right of way, is negligent, 
and if such failure to grant the right con- 
tributes in any way to an accident, the person 
who violates the law cannot recover dam- 
ages. 

Where persons meet on a narrow road and 
there is not room enough for both to pass it is 
negligence to continue if the accident could 
have been averted by stopping. 

Where a pedestrian, hidden from view of 
others by a bridge abutment, runs into a city 
street only a few feet in front of an approahc- 
ing automobile, he is negligent as a matter of 
law and cannot recover.

To continue to operate an automobile when 
the wind-shield is covered by snow or ice to 
such an extent that the operator’s vision is 
not clear is negligent. 

The running into the rear-end of another 
vehicle is generally held to be negligent, 
because one should not run so close to 
another vehicle that he cannot stop if the 
one ahead of him stops suddenly, even 
though the one ahead does not hold out his 
hand as a signal. 

Ordinarily negligence has been defined to 
mean “omission to do something which a 
reasonable man acting upon considerations 
which ordinarily regulate the conduct of 
human affairs would do” or “the doing of 
something which such a man would not do.” 

A guest riding with another to whom he 
pays nothing for transportation cannot re- 
cover for injuries received growing out of the 
ordinary negligence of his host, but if the 
guest is killed, his estate may recover for the 
ordinary negligence of the host. 

Gross negligence is that degree of negli- 
gence which is greater than ordinary negli- 
gence, for instance as operating at forty or 
fifty miles per hour or operating at an ex- 
treme rate of speed in a dangerous place, or 
operating while under the influence of intox- 
icating liquors. 

A guest who is riding with another to 
whom he has paid nothing for his transporta- 
tion may recover for injuries if his host is 
grossly negligent, but not otherwise.

Balmoral Tennis Courts 
RATES 

The customary season ticket will be issued 
which will entitle the holder to the privilege 
of playing on the courts at a ¢ lub rate. The 
ticket is available to residents of Shawsheen 
Village and vicinity, or to those employed 
locally. The classes of membership are as 
follows: — 

Regular season ticket: $6.00 which en- 
titles holder to play with other season ticket 
holders, one member of the family, of out-of- 
town guests. 

Family Season ‘Ticket: $12.00. This 
form of membership entitles holder and any 
members of the family, other season ticket 
holders, or out-of-town guests. 

Out-of-town ticket: For those who reside 
too far away to conveniently play with local 
members, and who would be more likely to 
arrange for play on the courts with the 
acquaintances of their neighborhood. No 
definite rate can be set for this class of mem- 
bership. Each case will be taken up indi- 
vidually by the management. 

Scholar's ticket: $3.00. Those who qual- 
ify under this class may play at the special 
rate, but cannot engage the courts after 
5 p.m. 

REGULATIONS 

Any of the above classes of membership 
may reserve by telephone or otherwise, six 
days in advance, and daily sheets for that 
purpose will always be available at the Spa. 
No member will be entitled to more than a 
total of five hours reservations during any 
six-day period. The management reserves 
the right to cancel reservations if players 
fail to appear twenty minutes after time of 
engagement, 

Members’ children under fourteen may 
play without charge mornings or afternoons 
up to 4 p.m. providing the courts are not 
engaged, Courts may not be reserved for 
children except by special request to the Spa, 

Players must use shoes of the regulation 
tennis type, the heels must have rounded 
edges. Do not use high heeled shoes on 
tennis courts, Gentlemen will please refrain 
from playing in sleeveless jerseys without 
shirts, ,
